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Halt  dollar  Type  Sets-llow  Far  Back  Can  \\  e  Co?

There  was  a  lot  of  hype  two  years  back  when  our 
Kennedy  fifty-cent  piece  turned  fifty.  Hopefully  we  all 
remember  the  gold  half  dollars,  the  hupe  that  swirled 
around  them,  the  general  buying  frenzy  that 
accompanied  this  newest  offering  from  the  Mint.  Well, 
that  dust  has  settled  a  bit,  and  that  means  now  might 
prove  to  be  a  very  good  time  to  look  back  at  half  dollars  in  general,  and  see 
if  any  neat  collecting  possibilities  exist  for  this,  arguably  our  least  used 
coin. 

Perhaps  the  easiest  collecting  possibility  for  half  dollars  is  some  sort  of 
type  set.  Let  so  backward  from  the  present  and  determine  if  a  type  set  is 
something  a  person  might  reasonably  assemble. 

A  gold  Kennedy?  The  first  coin  we  might  want  to  add 
to  a  type  set  of  halves  is  one  of  2014  gold  Kennedy  half 
dollars  -  or  not.  Some  of  us  love  this  new  entry,  and  some 
of  us  think  is  nothing  more  than  a  marketing  gimmick.  If 
you  are  inclined  to  think  it’s  a  gimmick,  well  let's  move 
on. 

A  proof  silver  Kennedy?  In  1992  the  Mint  got  back 
into  the  business  of  putting  silver  into  Kennedy  half  dollars,  wrapping  them 
all  up  in  a  proof  set  package,  and  seeing  if  folks  wanted  them.  We  did. 
Production  has  been  well  over  a  half  million  proof  sets  each  year  in  that 
time  frame,  and  that  means  prices  are  very  good  today. 

We  can  take  a  brief  moment  and  allow  ourselves  a  small  diversion  here, 
to  realize  that  in  201 7  the  silver  proof  Kennedy’s  will  themselves  be  having 
a  silver  anniversary.  It's  hard  to  imagine  that  the  Mint  will  produce  a  silver 
coin  commemorating  silver  being  put  back  in  a  coin  but  it  might  just  turn 
out  that  something  like  a  1992  -  201  7  double  date  w  ill  appear  on  the  silver 
proofs  to  commemorate  25  years  of  them.  Yet  even  if  the  fine  folks  at  the 
Mint  let  this  date  slide,  it's  worth  knowing  that  there  is  a  relatively  eas> 
collection  of  proof  Kennedy  fifty-cent  pieces  to  assemble. 

The  1964  proof  Kennedy.  While  there  are  plenty  ot 
silver  proof  half  dollars  from  which  to  choose  right  now, 
from  1965  to  1991  it  must  have  seemed  like  the  1964 
Kennedy  half  was  the  last  gasp  in  a  long,  proud  tradition 
of  silver  coinage.  A  proof  1964  can  be  expensive  today, 
if  a  person  shoots  for  the  stars  and  a  grade  ol  proot  64 
But  a  proof  65  specimen  is  still  quite  affordable. 
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A  proof  Franklin.  The  Franklin  half  dollar  series  is  a 
relatively  short  one,  spanning  only  16  years.  But  proof 
coins  exist  tor  every  date  from  1950  up  until  the  end  in 
1963,  What  makes  these  fascinating  is  how  what  we 
might  call  the  “commonness”  of  proofs  increased  with 
time,  rhere  were  only  51,386  made  in  1950.  But  the 
million  mark  was  surpassed  in  1957,  and  the  final  three  years  saw'  more 
than  3  million  proofs  annually.  The  proofs  of  these  later  years  are  available 
today  for  less  than  S50  each. 

A  proof  Walking  Liberty  half.  The  Walking  Liberty 
half  dollars  series  spans  a  longer  range  than  the  Franklin 
halves,  yet  there  were  only  seven  years  that  saw'  proof 
coins  produced.  Their  numbers  are  tiny  when  compared 
to  the  just-mentioned  Franklins,  and  that  means  their 
prices  are  higher.  But”  higher”  does  not  mean 
impossible:  a  person  can  land  a  proof  Walker  if  they  are 
patient.  Plus,  there  are  plenty  of  non-proofs  -  coins  in  grades  like  MS-65  - 
that  won’t  flatten  a  wallet,  as  each  costs  about  $100  or  $125. 

A  high  end  Barber  half.  If  a  person  takes  the  time  to 
look  through  any  of  the  major  prices  list,  it  becomes 
evident  that  there  are  some  proof  Barber  halves  out  there 
-  and  it  is  also  evident  that  they  are  expensive  pieces. 
Since  it’s  fair  to  say  many  collectors  don’t  drop 
thousands  of  dollars  on  a  single  coin,  even  if  it  is  a  proof, 
this  might  be  the  point  where  we  step  down  a  bit,  at  least 
in  terms  of  grade,  and  look  for  an  EF  or  AU  coin. 

Mr.  Gobrecht’s  Seated  Liberty.  Like  the  Barber  halves, 
there  is  quite  a  line  up  of  proof  Seated  Liberty  half 
dollars  listed  in  a  couple  of  the  big,  national  price  lists. 
Any  of  them  is  going  to  cost  a  few  thousand  dollars.  But 
again,  like  the  Barber,  there  are  plenty  of  common  date 
Seated  Liberty  halves  that  ring  in  at  about  $200  -  300  in 
grades  like  EF  and  AU.  That’s  not  bad  for  a  fifty  cent 


piece  that  is  at  least  125  years  old. 

A  worthwhile  side  note  when  considering  a  Seated  Liberty  hall  dollar  is 
that  this  series  includes  all  half  dollars  that  were  minted  at  the  branch  in 
Carson  City.  And  since  the  output  in  the  3  years  1 875  -  1 877  was  very  high, 
it  means  that  for  collectors  today  one  of  these  three  ’CC"  marked  coins 
may  be  within  reach.  It’s  certainly  worth  considering. 

A  lightly  circulated  Capped  Bust.  Prior  to  the  Seated  Liberty  design,  the 
Capped  Bust  halves  were  the  biggest  silver  coins  in  the  nation  for  a  lew' 
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decades.  President  Jefferson  had  suspended  silver  dollar 
production  in  1804.  and  there  would  be  no  more  until 
1836.  That  translated  into  bigger  mintage  totals  than 
might  have  been  when  it  came  to  fifty-eent  pieces  -  and 
some  lower  prices  for  us  today.  Once  again,  there  are 
some  of  the  more  common  Capped  Bust  halves  a  person 
could  add  to  a  collection  for  only  a  few  hundred  dollars. 

Wishful  thinking  and  the  earliest  halves.  Most  collectors  know  that  the 
Draped  Bust  halves  and  Flowing  1  lair  halves  before  them  are  pretty  much 
the  stuff  of  dreams.  Both  series  are  beautiful,  but  both  were  produced  in 
small  enough  numbers  annually  that  even  worn  specimens  are  costly 
today.  Here  might  be  the  spot  to  give  a  deep  sigh  and  move  on. 

Overall?  Well,  it  looks  like  a  fairly  complete  type  set  collection  of  half 
dollars  might  be  something  we  can  construct  without  an  enormous  effort 
or  an  enormous  cost. 

Good  luck  to  any  and  all  of  us  who  take  the  challenge.

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PCCS  Coin  Facts 


Obverse  of  191 6-D  Buffalo  Nickel  Reverse  of  1 916-D  Buffalo  Nickel 
Q.  David  Bowers  (edited  and  updated  by  Mike  Sherman):  In  1913  the 
Liberty  Head  nickel,  which  had  remained  in  service  since  1883  was 
replaced  bv  a  new  design,  the  so-called  Buffalo  (more  properly,  the  Indian) 
nickel  by  James  E.  Fraser,  a  well-known  sculptor.  The  obverse  portrait  was 
modeled  from  life  by  studying  three  Indian  models,  while  the  reverse  was 
styled  from  a  bison,  popularly  called  a  “buffalo,”  at  the  Bronx  Zoo 

The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  an  Indian  facing  right,  with  LIBERTY  in 
small  letters  at  the  upper  right  edge,  and  the  date  at  the  lower  left.  The 
reverse  shows  a  bison  standing  on  a  raised  mound,  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  and  E  PLUR1BUS  UNUM  above,  and  FIVE  CENTS  on  a 
mound  below. 

It  was  found  that  the  relief  of  the  mound  caused  the  inscription  in  that  area 
to  wear  quickly,  so  the  bottom  pail  of  the  reverse  was  subsequently 
redesigned,  creating  the  so-called  Type  II.  The  Type  I  is  distinguished  by 
the  presence  of  a  mound  with  FIVE  CENTS  inscribed  on  it,  as  noted. 
Production  of  business  strikes  was  accomplished  at  Philadelphia,  Denver 
and  San  Francisco,  with  Philadelphia  registering  by  far  the  largest  mintage. 
At  Philadelphia,  1,250  Matte  Proof  examples  were  made  for  collectors. 

Examples  of  the  1913  Type  I  Buffalo  nickel  are  readily  available  in  all 
grades  from  About  Good  to  Uncirculated.  Superb  Uncirculated  coins  are 
scarce,  although  not  rare.  Matte  Proofs  have  survived  in  relatively  few 
numbers,  and  of  the  1,250  minted,  probably  not  more  than  a  few  hundred 
still  exist.  As  certain  business  strikes  closely  resemble  Matte  Proofs,  care 
is  to  be  taken  when  buying  one  of  these.
